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DETAILED ACTION 
Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on July 20, 2005 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
any patent granted on Application No's. 10/809,550, 10/808,464 and 10/10/806,453 has 
been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This 
application teaches an ink set comprising a plurality of inks different in hues, wherein 
the plurality of inks included a black ink containing a coloring agent that is a dye having: 
(1 ) a Amax of 500 nm to 700 nm; (2) a half value width of 1 00 nm or more in an 
adsorption spectrum of a dilute solution normalized to an absorbance of 1 .0 and (3) a 
forced fading rate constant of 5.9X1 0" 2 [hour" 1 ] or less wherein the dye is a compound of 
the formula 



wherein A, B and C each independently represents an aromatic group or a heterocyclic 
group, which may be substituted; m is an integer of 1 or 2 and n is an integer of 0 or 
more, with the proviso that at least one of A, B and C is a heterocyclic group which may 
be substituted. The prior art of record generally teaches ink set comprising a plurality of 
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inks different in hues and including a black ink but fails to teach or fairly suggest that the 
black ink contains a dye of the above formula with the specific properties as claimed by 
applicants. Accordingly, this application is allowable.
